Every company must pay the one per 
cent tax on all Its profits, but share¬ 
holders receiving these profits will not 
pay taxes on them. 

The tax will not apply to Insurance, 
loan, guarantee, savings and loan, trust, 
telephone, ,gas. waterworks, electric 
light, power and street railways. In¬ 
stead, the present tax on these concerns 
will be Increased from two per cent to 
twe and one-quarter per cent on groes 
Income. 

Any appeal against the new levy will 
be made to the collector, with an ap¬ 
peal to the minister of flnanoe, whoee 
word will be final. 

A penalty of double the amount of 
the tax in question is provided for em¬ 
ployers who fall to collect It. The 
maximum penalty Is 0200. 

Mr. Jones’s Taxation Act amend* 
ments are designed to strengthen the 
existing statute and facilitate Its en¬ 
forcement. 

They exempt fruit trees from tax¬ 
ation by statute, where they were ex¬ 
empted before merely by order-in- 
councll. Agricultural land for the pur¬ 
poses of taxation Is definitely described 
as an area of two acres or more under 
cultivation and used for agricultural 
purposes. 

To make the Taxation Act dovetail 
with the new income tax leglalatlon 
persons receiving an income of 6700 or 
more are obliged to make an income 
tax return, where formerly the mini¬ 
mum was $900 for the ordinary Income 
tax. 

FISHERY TAXES 

The entire taxation of the fishery 
Industry Is altered. Where canneries 
formerly paid a tax on their pack or 
on personal property they will now pay 
cither by license or an Income tax. 
whichever of these two provides the 
larger revenue to the government. The 
pack tax, the personal property tax 
and the gross Income or turnover tax 
Is abolished for cannery and fishery 
companies. 

The gross Income or turnover tax Is 
romoved from telegraph companies, and 
they will be taxed on a flat rate, ac¬ 
cording to the population which they 
serve, on a basis to which these com¬ 
panies have agreed. 

The annual tax on banks with more 
than twenty-five branches is raised 
from $3,000 to $10,000. This affects 
the Royal Bank, the Bank of Commerce 
and the Bank of Montreal. The Domlu- 
ioa Bank, the Imperial Bank, the Bank 
of Toronto and the Bank of Nova

(Brother Joseph), TrappUt monk, 
widely known for his work among 
the lepers of Molokai Island, 

Hawaiian group, died here early 
to-day after a long Illness. He was 
In his eighty-eighth year, and had 
speivt nearly forty-five years among 
the isolated lepers. 

By his devotion to the unfortunates 
of the little leper village of Kalawao, 
on the Pacific Island of Molokai, Ira 
Dutton achieved renown as one of the 
great humanitarians of modern times. 

Bearing the ecclesiaatlcal name of 
Brother Joseph, he went to the leper 
village in 1686 , a comparatively young 
man. never to return. Why he chose 
the cloistered life amid such surround¬ 
ings probably will remain a mystery.

The note was left be¬ 
neath the front door of the Brooks 
home Tuesday night and was discov¬ 
ered there yesterday by Mrs. Brooks, 
who promptly turned it over to the 
police. 

Although Sears did not reveal the 
contents of the message. It ia reported 
to have contained a dual threat to 
members of the Brooks family and 
police Investigating the child's death. 
ON* WRAPPING PAPER 

In almost every detail, particularly 
In handwriting and the fact that It 
was written on heavy brown wrapping 
paper, ethe latest-note corresponded 
with another note, also signed "the 
doctor" and left under the door of a 
gasoline station near where Virginia 
last was seen alive, Sears said. The 
initial note was a boastful "confession" 
that the author of the letter not only 
had slain the ten-year-old child, but 
defied the police to capture him since 
he maintained he had committed the 
"perfect crime" and that the slayer 
never would be caught. 

The new suspect was taken Into 
custody yesterday In Coronado after he 
was said to have acted in a suspicious 
manner and it was thought he might 
have some connection with Hie Brooks 
case. 

SAYS HE KNOWS 

Declaring he knew who killed the 
"little San Diego girl" and that he 
"had to get something off my mind," 
a Mexican youth who gave his name 
as Manuel Lopez, surrendered to police 
in Los Angeles yesterday morning. 

After questioning Lopez. Los Angeles 
officers notified Sears they had con¬ 
cluded Lopez’ story was a figment of 
his imagination.

GERMANY AND AUSTRIA 


KIRK'S

Across The Bay 


G ermany and Austria have 

entered into a customs treaty in the hope 
that mutual economic benefit may ensue. Great 
Britain and France are disturbed about it and 
suggest that the agreement be submitted to tire 
Council of the League of Nations to discover 
if the treaty violates in any particular the pact 
of St. Germain—which prescribes that the Aus¬ 
trian republic must preserve its independence, 
and that political union with Germany could 
take place only with the consent of the League 
of Nations. Since the arrangement is purely 
economic, Germany does not see any reason for 
referring the matter to the Council, while the 
German government already has made it clear 
that any other nations desirous of joining in 
the agreement may do so. 

It is not apparent why Germany and Aus¬ 
tria are not just as much at liberty to enter into 
a trading arrangement between one another as 
Great Britain and France, or Great Britain 
and any other country. The Briand plan of a 
United States of Europe is based upon the idea 
of an economic union, which would include Ger¬ 
many and Austria. True, those two countries 
may be forcing the pace by setting up their own 
machinery now; but there never was any thought 
of delaying the establishment of the League of 
Nations until every country of the world could 
be persuaded that it was in its interests to be¬ 
come a member. It was hoped—and the hope 
has been realized to a considerable extent—that 
its example of friendly co-operation would pro¬ 
vide all the inducement necessary. What does 
it matter, then, who sets the pace in pulling 
down tariff walls which separate the nations 
of Europe? 

If in the treaty of St Germain there is any 
provision which prohibits Germany and Austria 
from entering into a customs arrangement with 
one another, it ought to be scrapped at once. 
Such an embargo would be an infringement of 
elementary rights and in conflict with modem 
progress. Moreover, it could not be maintained 
without the creation of conditions which would 
bankrupt Europe. Germany and Austria should 
have just as much right to enter into a trade 
treaty with one another as Canada and France. 

The League of Nations would not dream 
of interfering with any pact between China and 
Japan. Those countries are both members of 
the League, as are Germany and Austria. Who 
would try to prevent Holland and Belgium 
from doing the same thing?

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THE WORLD WHEAT CONFERENCE 


R epresentatives of forty- 

six nation! have assembled in Rome to 
, discuss condition* which have been created by a 
world wheat surplus. Canada’s interests at the 
gathering are in the hands of Hon. G. H. Fergu¬ 
son, the Dominion's High Commissioner in Lon¬ 
don, while Mr. William Robertson of Calgary 
js the delegate from the Canadian wheat pools. 

The fact of the situation as it exists to-day 
is fairly well recognized. In the last two years 
the world's demand for wheat, has been short 
of the available supply and the price has gone 
down to a level which has made wheat growing 
an unprofitable occupation. Bins nearly every¬ 
where are still groaning under the weight of this 
• surplus. What u> do with it and how to prevent 
over-supply this year and future years is the 
business confronting the conferees in Rome. 

One cause of the trouble is Russia's return 
to the family of wheat-producing nations, her 
resumption of lha position she occupied before 
, the war when Canada, for instance, had only 
about half as much wheat for export as she 
has now. In the meantime, of course, the 
United States. Argentina, and Australia also 
have increased their field crops; but consumption 
. has by no means kepi pace. 

1! Several Vemedies have been suggested to 
prevent a continuation or a repetition of this con¬ 
dition. The International Institute of Agricul¬ 
ture is urging restriction of planting during the 
preterit year Critics of this suggestion think 
this plan might meet the case if many wheat 
producer* changed from grain growing to mixed 
farming; this, they say, is not a simple matter 
in the practical sense, while not every wheat 
grower is either suited by experience or inclina¬ 
tion for the much more arduous task of inten¬ 
sive culture. 

Canada has a special interest in any discus¬ 
sion of the situation from this standpoint. Op¬ 
ponents of restricted grain growing here, for in¬ 
stance, consider such a plan tantamount to 
throwing up our arms in despair of ever develop¬ 
ing wheat sales in the Oriental market. They 
think that as Asiatic peoples extend their de¬ 
mands for s wider variety of Occidental prod- 
lets, they will eventually require wheat and 
other grains, thervby providing an enormous 
market. 

The difficulty of finding a solution of the 
world wheat question is increased by the fact 
that khe representatives of the nations assembled 
in Rome are from countries with high and low 
tariffs, which at once presents a conflict of na¬ 
tional aiteres** ' Nevertheless, it is a hopeful 
augury that such a gathering has been arranged. 
It will at least permit a pooling of many views, 
and if there be a genuine and practical desire 
to correct conditions that, as a matter of fact, 

. are at the bottom of much of the world’s eco¬ 
nomic ills, a good deal of good should come 
of it. 

In any event, moreover, the record of 
Canada's imports of butter and other commodi¬ 
ties this country used to export in large quan¬ 
tities. but now is not producing in sufficient 
volume to satisfy the domestic demand, would 
seem to indicate a profitable alternative to wheat 
growing if the market shall remain unsatisfac¬ 
tory for grains. Only recently it was pointed 
out in no uncertain terms that the Dominion has 
lost a valuable market for its butter, cheese, and 
'bacon in Great Britain, markets that have been 
Captured by Holland, Denmark and Scandi¬ 
navia. simply because we failed to keep up sup¬ 
plies in years of good crops.

couver Island to Nova Scotia there are no fewer 
than forty bird sanctuaries. Because this pro¬ 
vision has been made in recent years it is fairly 
safe to assume that no species of bird life now 
in existence in the Dominion will ever become 
extinct. 

Compared with 1925, the bird population 
of the reserved areas has increased nineteen per 
cent, the ten sea-bird sanctuaries in the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence being the scene of the hatching of 
more than 100.000 birds of sixteen different 
species in 1930 alone. Some of the most im¬ 
portant of the birds in our reserves with their 
respective gains during-the last five years are: 
Eider duck, twenty-seven per cent; puffin, thir¬ 
teen per cent; razor-billed auk, thirty-seven pet 
cent; common murre, eleven per cent: black guil¬ 
lemot, 134 per cent; herring gull, 159 per cent; 
and common tern, fifty-seven per cent. 

Preservation of bird life means much to 
the country districts and to the rural areas 
adjacent to the cities of the Dominion. We 
have few enough of our feathered friends; but 
we soon would observe the difference if the 
comparative few we have were to vanish. It 
is good, therefore, to note what is being done 
to protect them.

THE WRONG SORT* OF REALISM 
The Manchester Guardian 


None who has read the descriptions of the new 
film of wild life In Africa, "Africa Speaks." can 
wonder that on Its showing in Berlin a negro 
led a protest from the audience at Its most 
gruesome Incident which compelled a suspension 
of the performance and the calling In of the police. 
The Incident shows the mauling and death of a 
Masai boy by a lion. Its realism Is heightened 
by the fact that several other lions and a wart 
hog are showil In "close up" near the scene, and 
the snarling of the brutes and the agonized yells 
of the child are reproduced. The film, moreover, 
depicts at a later stage the photographers com¬ 
miserating with the father, a native chieftain, over 
the loss of his eon. No sophisticated audience 
could presumably be In doubt that the Incident 
was "faked," for even the wildest excesses of film 
realism do not permit of native children being 
eutchered to make a Hollywood success. But all 
film audiences are not sophisticated, and when 
It Is remembered that this picture, with all Its 
Indubitable accuracy In presenting the African 
scene, will reach many who will take this appalling 
Incident as part of its truth, the offensiveness of 
including such a scene is doubled. Even were the 
film a work of obvious romance such an episode 
would be sufficiently revolting. Inserted In a 
seml-sclentlflo picture its presence Is Intolerable. 
The klnema has done much.' in "Chang" and films 
of that sort, to give the civilized world intimate 
pictures of life in the wild and of man's struggle 
against the -jungle and Its Inhabitants; but It has 
so far found plenty with which to thrill Its 
audiences In African. Indian, and Arctic films 
without morbidity of this kind, and It is to be 
hoped that the protest the present grave error In 
taste has provoked will make Impossible Its 
repetition.

I Thompson of Hendrysburg, O., has been 
piecing together bright squares of cloth to make 
a quilt. Now the quilt is finished. 

Sarah was ten years old when she began 
cutting and sewing together the bright colored 
squares of cloth." The quilt was designed for 
her hope chest. Back in the 1860’s, sewing 
' for a hope chest was the proper occupation for 
inll young girls. They learned thus to make 
neat, even stitches and to take a sober, practical 
yiew of the future. 

It was an ambitious pattern which Sarah 
Thompson chose for her quilt—a handsome 
pattern. There were times as the months and 
years passed when Sarah sewed diligently and 
other times when the work was neglected. Grad¬ 
ually time passed and it became evident that 
the quilt was not to take its place in a bride’s 
hope chestl. Miss'Thompson never married. 

, Sixty.-fjve ypdrs is a long time to devote 
to a single task. The sixty-five-year-old quilt 
takes on the character of a life work. Ever 
since childhood the aged woman has had before 
her at a goal the day when her ambitious quilt 
should be completed. 

Now the time has come. Sixty-five years 
of sewing bright colored scraps of cloth together 
are at an end. It is almost certain that the quilt 
maker will find something missing from her life 
now that the task is finished. Other men and 
women who have undertaken long drawn out 
objectives have felt the same. It is an ancient 
truth again demonstrated. Work, against which 
the human family is inclined to rail so often, 
takes on the glamour of a privilege once the 
Worker is deprived of it.

"When a moving picture costs a mil¬ 
lion dollars or more, as many of them 
do, they are going to be such as will 
appeal to the great majority," Mr. Mait¬ 
land said. Remarking that moving pic- 
tures could not be separated from the 
theatre he recalled that there was a 
day when actors were people of ill-re¬ 
pute. To-day the leaders of the stage 
enjoyed great public approval and ap¬ 
preciation. because they had given 
their whole hearts and energies to ad¬ 
vancing their art. 

GREAT THESPIANS 

Mr. Maitland told of divergent 
opinions as to what should be pre¬ 
sented in theatres, differences which 
had existed throughout the history of 
the stage. He praised Sarah Bernhardt, 
Sir Henry Irving and Lewis Waller, and 
cited Sir Martin Harvey as a modem 
representative of such leadership. Of 
another type of leading players were 
such comedians as Cyril Maude, while 
Ellen Terry and George Arllas had por¬ 
trayed great roles to prove how great 
and wonderful was the stage. 

Among eminent Americans he cited 
Jefferson, Mantell. Ward and others, 
while such an undying play as "Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin" had fundamentally af¬ 
fected American history. John Drew 
and Nat Goodwin were mentioned as 
men who never appeared except In plays 
which were clean and wholesome. 
"These great personalities of the stage 
of yesterday are those to whom the 
movie industry must look for guidance 
tn Its progress." he said. 

BOX OFFICE APPEAL

Censorship was discussed by Mr. 
Maitland, with an explanation that the 
Criminal Code was the guide to cen-' 
sorshlp of plays, prohibiting the show- J 
ing of obscene matter. "Censorship 
was never Intended to tell you what I 
kind of a picture, play or speech you) 
should have." he said, pointing out 
that the public could have anything 
It desired, on the fundamental policy 
of free speech. 

"You cannot expect to make people 
see certain sorts of things by using cen¬ 
sorship. Moving pictures are In Just 
as free a realm as anything else, but 
that does not aid cope with the menace 
of moving pictures," he said. 

HUGE PROBLEM 

"We have In Canada 10.000.000 people, 
to the south of us are a great people! 
of over 100 . 000 . 000 . and we are allow¬ 
ing American Ideas to enter through 
pictures, newspapers, magazines and 
advertising. The fact of American 
pictures being made for 100 , 000.000 
people Is vital, you cannot offset It by 
censorship.

Heat applied to any lnfamed tissue 
serves several purposes. It brings about 
an increase In the circulation which 
result* in the exchange of waste pro¬ 
ducts anil the bringing in of materials 
which combat Infection. 

The muscles In an inflammatory 
condition are painful on motion; the 
application of heat tends to reduce the 
spasm and tension and to stop the pain 
on motion. 

Heat many be applied to people with 
rheumatism In many different ways. 
One of the simplest methods Is simply 
to immerse the body entirely In hot 
water, and thereafter to put the per¬ 
son between blankets so that the per¬ 
spiration will be Induced, the tem¬ 
perature of the body raised, and the 
chemical Interchanges in the body In¬ 
creased. 

Baths may be modified by the addi¬ 
tion of various types of oils and salts 
which serve to stimulate the skin and 
perhaps to increase the tendency to 
perspiration. 

Hot air bathes are provided by heat¬ 
ing the air In & room to various de¬ 
grees from 100 degrees Fahrenheit up 
to 190 degrees Fahrenheit. In a room 
In whltfi the air Is hot and dry. per¬ 
spiration is profuse, but the tempera¬ 
ture of the body is not raised much be- ' 
cause the perspiration evaporates so 
rapidly. 

In the Russian bath, steam Is driven 
into the room, and hence there Is not 
only copious perspiration, but also a 
rise of the temperature of the body. 
When the temperature of the steam or 
hot bath Is over 100 degrees, a consid¬ 
erable tax on the system may occur, 
and such baths should not be taken by 
anyone except persons of fairly robust 
constitution and sound heart. Im¬ 
mediately after such baths, anyone 
who takes them should lie quietly for 
at least one-half hour before attempt¬ 
ing to dress and go outdoors. 

For people who are less robust; the 
bath at a temperature of ninety-seven 
degrees Fahrenheit Is more suitable. 

Experts In the treatment of diseases 
by hydrotherapy have also developed 
the device called whirlpool baths In 
which hot water Is driven rapidly 
around the vat by an especially 


[arranged system of pipes and valves. 
The whirlpool bath Is exceedingly help¬ 
ful in softening tissue, relieving pain, 
land preparing inflamed muscles and 
Joints for later massage. 

Massage Is a valuable thevapeutia 
measure particularly when properly as¬ 
sociated with heat and the care of the 
body generally. Great care must be 
taken with massage when tissues are 
painful. It should never be forcible os 
long as there Is acute inflammation. 
Rough exercise or manipulation of in¬ 
flamed Joint* may bring about aertous 
injury.

Kamloops. B.C., March 20.—Criticism 
of tho service offered the cattle In¬ 
dustry by the Pacific Great Eastern 
Railway was heard at the annual meet¬ 
ing of the B.C. Beef Cattle Growers’ 
Association here yesterday. 

Ranchers from the Cariboo declared 
the government-owned railway failed 
to provide adequate service. Several 
speakers asserted they had been forced 
to meet costs of shrinkage amounting 
to three per cent more on the Pacific 
Great Eastern Railway than on either 
the Canadian Pacific or Canadian Na¬ 
tional lines. 

After much discussion of reasons for 
alleged slack service to the industry, a 
resolution was drawn up which will be 
forwarded to Victoria, in which it Is 
urged “that the P.G.E. Railway speed 
up cattle train service and thus elim¬ 
inate at least three per cent shrinkage 
In the weight of cattle over and above 
average shrinkage on other lines." 

That present low prices for grain 
were not of great benefit to British 
Columbia livestock men was the asser¬ 
tion of R. H. Helmer. one of the direc¬ 
tors of the association. Mr. Helmer 
urged an effort be made to obtain 
further reductions In the rates on 
grain moving to the Pacific Coast over 
Canadian railways.
